I do, faid the painter; and if 
you fhould perfuade Mr. Owen to permit you to feleét 
this Ode from your cheft for publication, I with it may 
attract the notice of that learned and diftinguifhed young 
man, who does fo much honour to his profeffion.” ‘* You 
talk this well, Jafper,-faid 1, but to the proof: the fubje& 
is at my heart, I wifh the words may anfwer to my feel- 
ings.”’—‘* Sir, faid Jafper, here is a Greek motto, of 
which I know nothing; the writer fays, it is from one of 
the Olympics of Pindar: I wifh you would conitrue it to 
me.” ‘ I will, af I can, Jafper; but you may be fure I 
fhall not print Greek in a newfpaper.” Ithen took the 
Ode, and you may imagine my opinion, as I confented to 
fubmit it to your tafte and judgment. “ But pray, faid 
Jafper, what is the meaning of the Greek?

Your grammatical affertions are ridiculous 
and contemptible, and without any. authority but—your 
own. As a commentator, you may. rank with the Dutch 
Minellius ; as an antiquary, in dulnefs with Thomas Hearne ; 
as a politician, in heavinefs with Stockdale’s Matter-of- 
Fact Compilers of State Papers; and as a Gentleman, with 
thofe who write /uch compofitions as your Poft{cript. If 
you continue to write as you have lately done, and think to 
be noticed or refpeéted by men of tafte, candour, reafoning, 
humanity, or learning, you will be miftaken in your ac- 
count.
